The airship’s back
had been broken by gunfire; her gon-
dnlas were riddled with shrapnel bul-
iete. Several of her crew were badly
wounded. Her commander had suffi-
cient confidence in the humanity of
British sailors to send out wireless
siznals of distress.

“She came down like a sick bird,
finpping at both ends as if they were
wings" said a =ailor who witnessed
the descent of the Zeppelin.

At the pres-
ent time the appointing ofMicers of the
government are reguired to act as
prosecuting  attornevas, judges, juries
and executioners of their own man-
dates when applied to the employes
under their jurisdiction. This condi-
tion necessarily results in many injus-
tices, according to Mr. McLarin., for
these appointing officers cannot and do
not know the details of the cases on
which they act.

DESCRIBES PROGENTTORS
OF FORELCN MILITARISM

Mis Janet Richards Also Tells of
Her Experiences in
Europe.

Historical details of the development
of militarism in Russia by Peter the
Great and in Austria by Frederick the
{sreat were given by Miss Janet Rich-
ards last night at Rauscher's, Connec-
ticut avenue and L. northwest.
The talk, “Peter the Great and Fred-
erick the Great—the Frogenitors of
AMlilitarism in Europe,” was given under
the auspices of Mary Washington Chap-
ter, D. A, R,

It was interspersed with hits of per-
sonal experience of Miss Richards in
Europs just at the beginning of the
present conflict.

Russia, she said, rose to greatness
on the ruins of Sweden, and the great
territory of Russia today stands as a
monument to the very real militarism
of Feter the Great. Pan-Slavism was
established by FPeter the Great, and
meant that Russia was to get all for
the Slavs that she could.

Describes Early Life.
She described the early life of Fred-

sireet

erick William of Brandenburg, later
known as Frederick the Great, third
king of Prussia. His early life, she

said. was anvthing but congenial, and
he was constantly in trouble with his
father, being imprisoned for a long
time for trying to escape from the
country. He had a terrible heart, gave
his family poor food, and had a fa-
vorite pastime at the table of throwing
the dishes around. He was =& Very
